Notwithstanding the attack, how- 
ever, the religious ceremony was com- 
pleted, after which a defile of troops 
and artillery did considerable dam- 
age to the camps of the enemy. in one 
of them blowing to pieces 4 * 
of tribesmen and thelr women. 

The engagement of July 27 was 
fiercely contested and it cost the Span- 
ish forces more than 200 dead and 
wounded, their slain including Gen.

following Tuesday, Monday being a holiday. The | 
telephone company had requested a suit to be 
brought in the first instance to settle the questions 
in dispute, but the city authorities saw 
the law into their own hands.
